Farm Folks to 
Hear About 
Castor Bean 


An informational program to ac- 


quaint farmers of Southwest Arkan- 
sas with the possibilities and prac- 
ticability of growing Castor Beans 
on a commercial scale is getting 
under way this week in Hcmpstead 
Nevada, Miller, Little River, La- 
fayette and Columbia counties. 


This program is being sponsored 


by Ihe Agricultural Extension Ser- 
vice and the Production and Mar- 
keting Administration. Castor Bean 
production in Arkansas, on a com 
mcrcial scale is rather new to farm 
ers of the slate. There is, however, 
an increasing interest in this crop 
in neighboring states. 


Texas especially had a consider- 


able acreage of beans in 1952 which 
according to availa'blc information 
proved quite profitable. With the 
increased uses of Castor Beans it 
is quite possible that this,compara- 
tively new crop may prove profit 
able to farmers in certain adapted 
sections of the state.

Wilh Ihese facts 'in mind and 


the fact that the Southwest Arkan- 
sas seems to have the best soil 
types, climate, etc., essential to 
Castor Beans production in Arkan- 
sas the State PTA Committee has 
selected this area to promote Cas- 
tor Beans production in the state.

1952. The • Casto 


Bean variety test of 1942 which 
was conducted at the Fnycttevillc 
Hope, Stuttgart, and Batesville Ej 
periment stations produced yield 
as high as 900 pounds of hullci 
beans per acre. A 500 pound yieli 
of hulled Castor Beans is ordinar 
ily considered a fair crop. 


Harvesting may be done by han 


or machinery. If enough acreag 
is obtained to justify it, both hai 
vesting machinery and hullers wil 
be made available to farmers.
